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JUDGE’S REPORT ON TUNISIA TERROR ATTACK DUE OUT SOON

A REPORT by a top judge into the Tunisia 
terrorist attack which claimed the lives of 
three family members from the Black Coun¬ 
try will be released in the coming months, 
it was revealed on the second anniversary 
of the massacre. 

An inquest into the deaths of 30 British 
citizens concluded earlier this year after 
hearing about issues with security at the 
hotel, the police response and criticism of 
travel advice prior to families heading out 
on holiday. 

Joel Richards, from Wednesbury, his 
uncle Adrian Evans, of Bilston and grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans, from Wednesbury, 
were among those killed in Sousse on June 
26, 2015. 


His Honour Judge Loraine-Smith has 
since taken further submissions from spe¬ 
cialist lawyers at Irwin Mitchell represent¬ 
ing 22 families who lost loved ones as well as 
tour operator TUI with which they booked 
their holidays and the Government. 

He is expected to publish his report into 
possible action to learn lessons from the 
tragedy in the coming months. 

Struggle 

A criminal investigation in Tunisia is 
also ongoing with a hearing scheduled for 
October. 

Suzy Evans, Joel’s mother, said: “After 
losing three very precious family members 
during the Tunisian terror attack our sup¬ 


portive loyal and loving family will never be 
the same. 

“We are shattered, broken and every day 
is a colossal struggle not having them here 
with us. In the midst of this heartache I am 
determined to stand strong for my remain¬ 
ing family, especially my remaining son 
Owen. 

“Two years on I remain determined not to 
let the lives of my son Joel, my dad Pat and 
my brother Ade be forgotten. I want their 
names and beautiful caring ways to live on 
forever through their legacy. 

“I want to make a difference in their name 
for others who have experienced losing 
someone they love in such a heart-breaking 
way. This is why we started Smile for Joel.” 


Cancer survivor to tackle Pretty Muddy obstacle course 


BRAVE TOM FACES 
NEW CHALLENGE 


CANCER survivor Tom Griffiths has watched with envy 
as his mother wallowed in mud, scrambling down sludgy 
slides and through boggy ground in the name of charity - 
this year he will join in the fun himself! 

The eight-year-old supported his mother Emma from the sidelines 
when she took part in Cancer Research UK’s Pretty Muddy event. So 
Tom - known to his mates as Tommy G’ - was first in the queue when 
he heard that Race for Life was staging its first ever Pretty Muddy Kids. 

The Tipton schoolboy said he can’t wait 


to emulate his mother and get covered in 
mud at the event which is designed specifi¬ 
cally for children. 

The course includes child-friendly mud- 
based obstacles and is around 2km long. 

Tom was diagnosed with acute lympho¬ 
blastic leukaemia in 2013 at the age of four 
after complaining of persistent pains in his 
legs. Chemotherapy treatment meant Tom 
missed around half of his reception year at 
Tividale Community Primary School, but 
he made up for lost time when the inten¬ 
sive part of his treatment was over. 

In July last year Tom finished his treat¬ 
ment and his family feel that life has re¬ 
turned to normal. 

Emma, 42, said: “We thought we were 
going to lose him when we first heard the 
word ‘cancer’. But amazingly Tom went 
into remission after only four weeks of 
treatment and he’s never looked back. 
We’re now down to appointments every 
four months and life is great. 

“He’s always been one for a bit of fun 
and he loves to get involved, so he was des¬ 
perate to join in when I did Race for Life 
Pretty Muddy. He was delighted when he 
heard about Pretty Muddy Kids - it will be 
my turn to stand on the sidelines as he has 
a whale of a time and hurls mud at me.”

Emma will not be missing out though - 
she is taking part in the adult Race for Life 
Pretty Muddy event at Cofton Park in Long- 
bridge later the same day. 

Emma added: “Tom is really excited 
about taking part in Pretty Muddy Kids and 
having an excuse to get really, really muddy. 

“We hope boys and girls across the region 
will join him at Pretty Muddy Kids. It’s a 
great opportunity to have fun while making 
a real difference in the fight against cancer.” 

From scramble nets and space hoppers to 
mud chutes and a ‘Muddy Paws’ race, chil¬ 
dren will face a range of obstacles to crawl 
under, clamber over and charge through. 

The Race for Life family of events also in¬ 
cludes the 5km Pretty Muddy adult course, 
which thousands of women will take part in 
at the same venue on July 15. 

Jane Redman, Cancer Research UK’s 
spokesman for the West Midlands, said: 
“We’re delighted that Cofton Park will be 
hosting one of our first Pretty Muddy Kids 
events. Race for Life events are not compet¬ 
itive and children can complete the course 
at their own pace, climbing, jumping, walk¬ 
ing and laughing their way around.”

A TRAIN passenger was punched in what 
police believe was a racially motivated as¬ 
sault. 

The 24-year-old man was on a train trav¬ 
elling between Birmingham New Street and 
Birmingham International at around 8pm 
on June 2 when a man sitting opposite him 
began to insult him and other passengers. 

The abusive man then punched the vic¬ 
tim in the face and made a racist comment, 
before getting off the train at Birmingham 
International. 

Pc Piotr Gass from British Transport Po¬ 
lice said: “We absolutely will not tolerate 
any level of violence or hate crime, and we 
take all reports of such offences extremely 
seriously.”

HOMEOWNERS have been warned to be 
on their guard following reports of rogue 
traders operating in Tipton. 

Sandwell’s trading standards said they 
had been operating in Upper Church Lane, 
offering guttering replacement services. 

People across the borough have been 
urged to make sure they know who is 
at their door before they hand over any 
money or agree for work to be done. 

The latest scam warning comes after a 
man in his 80s was targeted in Tipton last 
week, almost losing £20,000 after hand¬ 
ing over his card details before his bank 
stepped in to block the transaction. 
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Graffiti pest jailed after £34k damage

A PROLIFIC graffiti vandal is now be¬ 
hind bars after a spray paint spree that 
ended up costing rail bosses more than 
£34,000. Ashley Byrd, aged 24, left his 
‘tag’ at stations in the Black Country, 
and was finally caught after a dramatic 
police chase on rail tracks. 

He was caught in an operation 
launched when 18 trains were vandal¬ 
ised in just 12 days. Byrd would get on 
to the lines via a metal post and lie in 
wait in a tunnel as trains arrived into 
Birmingham New Street. 

As trains waited to come into the sta¬ 
tion, he would spray carriages just below 


the window. He was finally arrested on 
Tuesday December 27 last year, when 
a driver who was coming into New 
Street at around 7pm spotted him on 
the tracks. Officers found him hiding 
in the tunnel and he fled. But police of¬ 
ficers knew which way he would try to 
escape and were waiting for him at the 
other end. His presence on the lines that 
evening caused delays totalling 467 min¬ 
utes, costing Network Rail £30,556. 

Carriage clean-up work cost £3,500. 

Sketch books found at his house, on 
Inverness Road, Northfield, revealed 
tags matching those on the trains. 


Traces of paint on his clothes matched 
that used on trains and at Dudley Port 
station, while his phone records linked 
him to times and dates when graffiti was 
scrawled at Coseley and Tipton stations. 

Byrd went on to admit obstruction, 
trespass and criminal damage. He was 
sent to jail for eight weeks and ordered 
to pay train operators Crosscountry 
and London Midland compensation of 
£3,772 in total. Pc Dave Rich from BTP 
said: “Byrd’s actions delayed passengers 
and the cost to clean his graffiti will un¬ 
doubtedly be passed onto the travelling 
public in some form.” 


Profits plummet at 
2 Sisters parent firm 


First bricks for £9.6m scheme

THE parent company of 2 Sis¬ 
ters Food Group, which was due 
to closed its Smethwick poultry 
plant this month, has seen a big 
drop in profits. 

In the three months to April 29 
Boparan Holdings saw pre-tax profits 
drop £10.9 million to £9.4m. Its Euro¬ 
pean poultry business has also been 
hit by bird flu outbreaks. 

The Birmingham-based food manufac¬ 
turing group’s total sales were up 4.8 per 
cent to £821.9m for the quarter. 

Ranjit Singh Boparan, chief executive 
of 2 Sisters Food Group, said: “This was 
a tough trading quarter for the business, 
but there are clear signs in the top line 
performance that we are pursuing the right 
strategy to deliver sales and margin perfor¬ 
mance improvements. 

“The competitive landscape remains 
challenging and our sector faces currency 
fluctuations which have brought about 
higher input prices. In addition, our Eu¬ 
ropean poultry export business in both 
Poland and the Netherlands has been af¬ 
fected by avian influenza outbreaks on the 
continent, and we have experienced some 
restructuring costs elsewhere. 

Cutting 

“Our protein footprint programme is 
progressing well and will ensure we have 
the right product, in the right location at 
the right time. Latest developments in¬ 
clude expanding our cutting facilities in 
Scotland and reconfiguring our supply 
chain to achieve a leaner structure. 

“Following consultation, we have an¬ 
nounced the closure of one of our Birming¬ 
ham sites. We have also strengthened our 
commitment to reduce poultry waste by 
agreeing a three-year surplus supply con¬ 
tract with Crawshaws Butchers.” 

The group has appointed a new chief fi¬ 
nancial oficer. Richard Pike officially joins 
the business on July 17 and will join the 
Boparan Holdings board. He most recently 
worked for Associated British Foods as 
managing director of British Sugar. 

The poultry plant in Bevan Way, Alpha 
Business Park, Smethwick, which employed 
630 people was due to shut on June 23. 
Some 250 of the staff took voluntary re¬ 
dundancy with others redeployed. 


THE first bricks have been laid on 
the site of a £9.6 million supported 
housing scheme. 

Sandwell Council is developing 
93 new affordable homes, which 
will be made up of 58 apartments 
and 35 bungalows, in Oxford Road, 
West Bromwich. 

They are being built by Keep- 
moat Regeneration. The scheme, 
which includes four bungalows that 
are especially designed for wheel¬ 
chair users, will provide much- 
needed homes for people with a 


range of health issues. Councillor 
Ann Shackleton, cabinet member 
for social care, said: “We are one 
step closer to providing spacious 
accommodation to enable inde¬ 
pendent living with the provision 
of care and support being tailored 
to meet individual needs. 

“The ethos of this supported 
housing scheme is to give tenants a 
chance to help each other and make 
a valued contribution to their com¬ 
munity.” Councillor Shackleton 
also praised Keepmoat for the work 


it was doing by keeping residents 
up-to-date with the development, 
alongside working closely with 
schools to deliver talks on health 
and safety, and career opportuni¬ 
ties in construction. 

Councillor Kerrie Carmichael, 
cabinet member for housing, said: 
“As well as contributing to the re¬ 
generation of the area, once built, 
these homes will become part of 
the council’s housing stock.” The 
project is set to be completed next 
March.

Hill top to make his pint 
as marathon pub-goer 



AN ALE enthusiast who has visited 
more than 20,000 pubs across the 
country can now boast he has had a 
pint in virtually every pub in the Mid¬ 
lands. 

Peter Hill has pulled off the impressive 
achievement of visiting a mammoth 11,897 
pubs many counties around central Eng¬ 
land. 

It has taken the 61-year-old from West Brom¬ 
wich 33 years to visit 11,897 pubs in the region. 

Early this year, the Black Country Ale Tairst- 
ers which he founded in 1984, visited its re¬ 
cord-breaking 20,000th pub. 

The group has now been to 20,235 pubs around 
the country. 

The ale enthusiasts have done it all for charity 
and raised thousands of pounds in the process. 

Peter said: “I have visited 11,897 pubs in the 
Midlands. That is almost ah of them been, but a 
few new ones have since opened up that I have 
to visit. 

“I have also visited every pub in Wales and a 
total of 20,235 across the country. 

Charity 

“Between where I live and the Irish Sea, there 
isn’t a pub I haven’t been to.” 

Peter raises money for charity by asking staff 
from each pub to donate a small sum of cash. 

He said: “I ask them for a £1. Some give me £1, 
some £2 and some £5.” 

He wears a custom made waistcoat on his trav¬ 
els, which his partner of 29 years made for him 
from bar towels sewn together. 

The coat has a colourful array of badges pinned 
to it, which proves a talking point when Peter 
goes into new pubs. 

Peter is now retired, having been an engineer, 
and has two children. He keeps a record of his 
journeys in a room at his house where dozens of 
folders are stacked on shelves. 

“I have records from pub number one right the 
way through to 20,235.1 am close to drinking my 
47,000th.” 

Peter limits how much he drinks each year to 
1,500 pints per year. 

He travels to pubs across the country with the 
help of his friends from the Black Country Ale 
Tairsters. 

“I can pick up to 20 people to come along with 
me,” he said. 

The group collectively raise money for charity. 

Peter has travelled to pubs across Birmingham 
and the Black Country in the West Midlands as 


well as Staffordshire, Shropshire, Worcestershire, 
Herefordshire, Warwickshire, Nottinghamshire, 
Leicestershire, Northamptonshire, Derbyshire, 
Gloucestershire, Oxfordshire and Rutland. 

He drives down to each pub from his home in West 
Bromwich. 

But is that expensive on fuel? “Blimey, I have trav¬ 
elled 300,000 miles, so regarding cost in petrol, work 
that one out,” he said. 


Peter spent seven years visiting all the pubs in 
Wales, and he has dedicated the last two years to 
N ottinghamshir e. 

In total, Peter has raised more than £24,000 for 
various charity from his pub visits. 

He now plans to visit the new pubs in the Midlands 
which he has missed while travelling about. 

Peter is also aiming to visit pubs in counties which 
are further afield.

A free workshop takes place to¬ 
night, Thursday, at Himley Hall from 
2pm to gather information about the 
River Stour. It is hoped the research 
will help to establish who uses the 
river, for what purpose and in what 
ways use can be improved. 

IVI6 Toll bOOSt 
after takeover 

THE new owners of the M6 Toll have 
received a £500 million vote of confi¬ 
dence from a string of investors in¬ 
cluding the UK’s pensions lifeboat. 

The Pension Protection Fund is 
part of a pool of investors backing a 
£500m investment by the huge Allianz 
Global Investors (AllianzGI) group in 
the UK’s only pay-as-you-go motor¬ 
way. It comes just days after it was re¬ 
vealed the motorway had been bought 
by Australian investment group IFM. 

The M6 Toll has lost money since it 
first opened in 2003, weighed down by 
the £900m cost of construction. 

Safety advice 
on picnic food 

CRUCIAL safety advice has been is¬ 
sued as a guide to picnickers in the 
West Midlands. The Safe Summer 
Food guide addresses relevant con¬ 
cerns and gives top tips on food safety. 

More than 1.8 million people in the 
West Midlands plan to get out into the 
great outdoors for a picnic this sum¬ 
mer according to the Food Standards 
Agency, but in a survey, a quarter 
of people are concerned about picnic 
food hygiene.

Urgent plea to get 
more black donors 

HEALTH officials have launched an 
urgent plea for more black people to 
volunteer to give blood. NHS Blood 
and Transplant (NHSBT) said 40,000 
more black donors are needed to meet 
growing demand for a subtype of 
blood more common in black people. 

Between 2014 and 2016 there was 
a 75 per cent increase in the amount 
of Ro blood issued to hospitals in Eng¬ 
land. A high proportion of this blood 
is used to treat sickle cell disease. The 
online campaign is called #ImThere. 

Pub holds festival 

A FOUR-DAY cider and cheese festi¬ 
val is being held in a Wolverhampton 
city centre pub. 

The event at the Lych Gate Tavern 
in Queen Square is running from July 
6 to 9. The Black Country Ales pub 
has added sausages and classic wines 
as well this year. 


Homes on ambulance service blacklist 


DOZENS of homes in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire are blacklisted 
by West Midlands Ambulance Service 
over fears of paramedics’ safety. 

Police escorts are required for am¬ 
bulance staff visiting 52 addresses in 
the West Midlands which have been 
flagged up as ‘dangerous places’. 

They include properties in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Wyre Forest and Staffordshire. 


The addresses become blacklisted 
on the back of reports by paramedics 
from previous visits. 

Reasons range from dangerous 
dogs, attacks on staff and verbal 
abuse. 

Letters are written to the addresses 
where possible, and they are reviewed 
regularly by ambulance bosses. 

The number of addresses in each 
postcode came from a Freedom of In¬ 


formation Act request sent in to the 
service. 

Spokesman Murray McGregor said: 
“If a crew go to a place where they 
have been assaulted, they will report 
it in their paperwork - it is then it will 
get flagged up. 

“We go through a number of step 
from that stage. We can write to the 
address, tell them the situation, but 
in some cases we have to take action. 


“It is about ensuring the safety of 
our staff while they go about their 
work.” 

Mr McGregor added: “There can be 
a delay in getting to that address.” 

The number of blacklisted ad¬ 
dresses has fallen from 2015 when 
there were 79. But in 2011 there were 
just 11. 

The figures come as attacks on am¬ 
bulance staff continue to rise. 


New school on way as 
1,500 new places sought

MORE than 1,500 second¬ 
ary school places are to be 
created across Sandwell as 
education bosses attempt 
to ease extreme pressure on 
the borough’s school system. 

A new school is planned for West 
Bromwich, with three others due 
to be expanded. 

A rapidly rising population, accel¬ 
erated over recent years by increased 
migration and a baby boom, means an 
extra 3,500 places are needed by 2025. 

The £39 million project would see a 
brand new school, expected to be an 
academy or free school, built at Kelvin 
Way, West Bromwich, creating 750 
places. 

An extra 275 places will be created 
at Shireland Academy in Smethwick, 
another 250 at George Salter Academy 
in West Bromwich and 220 at Wood 
Green Academy in Wednesbury. 

Shortfall 

That comes on top of existing pro¬ 
posals to expand the Q3 Academy in 
Langley, Oldbury, the Ormiston Acad¬ 
emy in Tividale and the RSA Academy 
in Tipton, expected to free up another 
1,500 places. 

Education chiefs say new places are 
urgently needed and the expansions 
necessary to avoid a shortfall for the 
2019/20 school year. 

They have now turned their atten¬ 
tion to secondary schools following an 
expansion drive at primary schools. 

A Sandwell Council report said the 
borough had seen ‘unprecedented’ 
population growth over recent years, 
particularly in Smethwick, where 
school places are most in need. Schools 
are also struggling for places in West 
Bromwich and Oldbury, the report 
said, adding: “To ensure a sufficient 
supply of places there is a need to con¬ 
tinue to fund expansion of secondary 
schools to match projected demand.” 

Sandwell Council’s children’s ser¬ 
vices boss Councillor Simon Hackett 
said: “The priority is now on providing 
much needed places for our secondary 
schools. I would like to congratulate 
my team for working so hard to get 
the Government to approve the fund¬ 
ing needed.”

THEY met aged just 10 and 12 years old, as youngsters 
on the country’s waterways. Today, more than 80 years 
on, Charles and Ellen Harris are happily in love, and 
marking their 72nd wedding anniversary. 

The pair met on the canals in Gloucester when Mrs 
Harris’ mother moved in with her step-father in the city 
- next door to Mr Harris. 

And after serving in the Second World War, they tied 
the knot on the month of VE Day in June 1945. The pair 
remain independent and in good health. 

The past two years has seen a flurry of celebrations for 
the couple. Two years ago they marked their platinum 
anniversary. Then last year, Mr Harris was awarded 
France’s highest military honour, the Legion D’Hon- 
neur, for his part in the D-Day landings. Mr Harris, now 
aged 94, landed on Juno Beach in June in 1944 before 
fighting his way to Le Havre with the Royal Engineers. 

After being hit by shrapnel from a grenade, he was

treated back in England and discharged in February 
1945. Two months later he reunited with Mrs Harris, 
who is now 92, after Mr Harris visited her step father. 

They moved to Tipton in the 1960s, and today live in 
Elizabeth Walk, close to their daughter Ann Davies, who 
is aged 57. They also have two sons, Robert, aged 71, and 
Charles, aged 70. They also have five grandchildren and 
nine great grandchildren. 

The couple first met on the waterways in the 1920s, 
when Mr Harris, who was from Coventry, moved to 
Gloucester with her mother, where Mr Harris was liv¬ 
ing. 

Both worked on the canals before the war, with Mr 
Harris taking oil up the canal from Bristol to Glouces¬ 
ter. Mrs Harris helped her mother on the Grand Union 
Canal Company. 

Mr Harris said: “I wouldn’t change my marriage for 
the world. We’re both still very happy.” 


'Pride' in 
students 
following 
lockdown 

A HEADTEACHER has spoken of his 
‘pride’ in pupils and staff after a po¬ 
lice incident put a Smethwick school 
on lockdown. 

Police trawled the town last 
Wednesday morning, as a manhunt 
was launched for a domestic violence 
suspect. A high number of officers 
were visible in the area around Up¬ 
lands Manor Primary School as police 
searched for the man. 

Children at the Addenbrooke Road 
school were kept inside, where the 
gates were locked by staff as a precau¬ 
tion. However the search for the do¬ 
mestic violence suspect was not linked 
to the school, police said. 

Paul Moore, headteacher at the 
school, said: “We were alerted by 
the police that there was a potential 
threat that someone may have come 
to the school on the morning. 

“Therefore we instantly put our 
emergency action plan into place 
which was to put the school into lock- 
down. I was incredibly proud of how 
everyone acted. Staff also gave up 
their lunchtime to stay with the chil¬ 
dren at all times. 

“We did have a few concerned par¬ 
ents who wished to collect their chil¬ 
dren, which they had the right to do 
so...We made sure that the children 
were kept calm and police left the site 
just after 2pm.” 

Police issued a statement follow¬ 
ing the events in the area. They said: 
“There is no cause for the public to 
be concerned and we want to reassure 
you that the police activity is an at¬ 
tempt to locate the suspect.” 

More needs to be 
done for returners 

RETURNSHIPS are on the rise for 
professionals across the UK, accord¬ 
ing to jobs website CV-Library. 

A study for the company found that 
83.3 per cent of Birmingham employ¬ 
ees said they would be more inclined 
to join a company that offered such 
a programme, which help people get 
back into work after an extended pe¬ 
riod away from employment. 

The survey of 1,200 professionals 
also found 68.6 per cent say that it is 
difficult to get back into the corporate 
world after taking a career break. 

Almost two-thirds (65.3 per cent) 
said that not enough was being done 
to help people return to work. 

The top reason for a break was 
looking after children (40 per cent), 
followed by caring for a family mem¬ 
ber (23.3 per cent).

Concerns on 
the levels of 
policing due 
to incidents 

LOCAL policing is ‘pretty much 
non-existent’ when officers are de¬ 
ployed to react to terror incidents, 
the West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner has warned. 

David Jamieson said the force was 
‘buckling under the strain’ of cuts 
that have seen its budget slashed by 
£140 million over the last seven years. 

It comes after Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner Cressida Dick said 
British counter-terror agencies had 
been ‘stretched’ by the recent spate 
of atrocities, potentially compromis¬ 
ing efforts to quash future threats. 

Mr Jamieson said that the fact 
that the service has lost 1,746 officers 
since 2010 meant that ‘when there is 
a major public order deployment, or in 
this case a reaction to an act or terror, 
local policing is pretty much non-ex¬ 
istent’. 

With another budget cut of £6m due 
this year, he added: “We simply do 
not have enough people policing our 
streets. The police will always rise to 
challenge, but we need a government 
that will give them the resources they 
need to do so.” 

Meanwhile Ms Dick told a meeting 
of the Police and Crime Committee 
that other criminal investigations had 
been paused or delayed out of ‘neces¬ 
sity’ in the wake of four terror attacks 
in the UK this year. 

The country’s most senior officer 
said: “The counter-terrorism network 
is certainly stretched. Before 12 weeks 
ago, they had a set of people and they 
still have a set of people across the 
country in essence.” 


New treatment 
for boy after op 

A SCHOOLBOY who was given a 
fresh bone marrow transplant to aid 
treatment for leukaemia remains in 
hospital. 

Khaleel Khan, aged 12, was given 
cells from his father Majid in what is 
termed as a ‘rescue’ procedure. 

The youngster has been struggling 
to recover since receiving the treat¬ 
ment at Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital last month. 

The family, of Woodhouse Crescent, 
in Trench, Telford, were told there 
was a less than 20 per cent chance of 
finding a suitable match because he is 
mixed race, and after a global search a 
donor was found in Germany. Details 
about fundraising to assist their ef¬ 
forts are available on www.gofundme.

Patient's wait due to lack of interpreter 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


A HOSPITAL boss has apologised 
after a vulnerable patient was kept 
waiting 20 hours because there was 
no access to an interpreter. 

The patient, who spoke Portuguese, 
had to wait almost a full day at City 
Hospital in Birmingham, as the nor¬ 
mal interpreter service couldn’t be 
provided. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, which runs the hospital, has 
vowed to never let a similar incident 
happen again. 

The patient went into A&E at the 


weekend. Mr Lewis said interpreters 
would normally contacted over the 
phone but that wasn’t possible in this 
case as the patient required a mental 
health assessment. 

But the top boss made it clear the 
length of time the patient was made 
to wait was unacceptable. 

Unharmed 

He said on Twitter: “I apologise 
to our ED staff. A patient spent 20 
hours in our care awaiting an inter¬ 
preter. The patient is unharmed. Will 
NEVER happen again. 


Mr Lewis added in a statement: “We 
are very sorry that one of our patients 
waited 20 hours for a Portuguese in¬ 
terpreter over the weekend. 

“Our patient was unharmed and 
was kept in a place of safety until we 
were able to provide a translator. 

“The delay was caused because nei¬ 
ther ourselves nor the mental health 
team could provide our normal tele¬ 
phone interpreter service, as the 
patient needed a mental health assess¬ 
ment and this demands a face-to-face 
interpreter to safeguard the patient’s 
interest. 


“We are urgently looking into this 
matter to agree measures to ensure it 
doesn’t happen again.” 

The trust has failed to meet the na¬ 
tional target for having A&E patients 
seen within four hours at its two hos¬ 
pitals, Sandwell General and City Hos¬ 
pital, over the last 18 months. 

Bosses are targeting reaching the 
required 95 per cent by the end of 
2017/18. 

Thousands have been kept waiting 
in A&E, with the average number of 
patients seen within the NHS target 
time languishing at 87 per cent.

It was attended by 150 GPs, practice 
staff and staff from other local NHS 
organisations. The GP of the Year 
award was presented to Dr James 
Gwilt, of Carters Green Medical Cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich.

School told 'improve' 
in its first inspection 


AN independent school has been 
told to improve by Ofsted after its 
first inspection. 

Pupils at Impact Independent School, 
Friar Park Road, Wednesbury, ‘do not 
make consistently strong progress in all 
subjects’, according to inspectors. 

Ofsted also said management at the school 
for secondary level students ‘are not thinking 
strategically about the improvements they 
have identified’. 

The school, which says its aim is to ‘trans¬ 
form the lives of disadvantaged and vulnerable 
young people through the fundamental build¬ 
ing block that is education’ and accepts pupils 
at risk of exclusion from other schools, was 
rated as ‘requires improvement’ in three out 
of four key areas. 

These were effectiveness of leadership and 
management, quality of teaching, learning and 
assessment and outcomes for pupils. 

It did, however, get a ‘good’ rating in terms 
of personal development, behaviour and wel¬ 
fare, with bosses claiming they are happy with 
the outcome and will strive to improve. 

Strategically 

A report written by inspectors following 
an inspection between May 3 and 5 this year 
reads: “Leaders are not thinking strategically 
about the improvements they have identified. 
As a result, improvement planning and mon¬ 
itoring is not leading to quick improvements 
to teaching and to outcomes. The quality of 
teaching, learning and assessment is variable 
across subjects and across year groups. Conse¬ 
quently, pupils do not make consistently strong 
progress in all subjects. 

“Leaders’ monitoring of teaching and learn¬ 
ing does not focus sufficiently on the progress 
made by pupils in the short-term and over 
time.” 

But bosses were praised for having ‘a clear 
vision’ for the school in what was its first in¬ 
spection since being registered with the De¬ 
partment for Education in 2014. 

The report added: “Leaders are ambitious 
and have a clear vision for the school. They 
have ensured that the school meets all the in¬ 
dependent school standards.” 

Headteacher Jo Blackhouse said: “As a 
school we are pleased that we have received a 
good rating for personal development, behav¬ 
iour and welfare. We have excellent staff here 
who I am very proud of.”

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8 Man's assault 
claim in police 
lawsuit move 

A MAN is suing West Midlands Police after 
claiming officers punched and kicked him. 

Michael Blackwood, aged 55, is suing the 
force for assault, wrongful arrest, unlawful 
detention and malicious prosecution follow¬ 
ing the incident in October. 

He claims he answered his front door in 
Gower Street early on Sunday, October 9, 
to find an officer, who was investigating 
a relative of Mr Blackwood’s, insisting on 
searching his home despite not having a 
search warrant.

Mr Blackwood was charged with assault¬ 
ing five police officers but, according to 
national law firm Scott-Moncrieff which is 
handling his lawsuit, was acquitted of all 
charges on January 9. 

A spokesman for West Midlands Police 
confirmed it had ‘received notice’ of Mr 
Blackwood’s claim but the force was ‘una¬ 
ble to comment further’.

Pupil posters to 
tackle speeding 


CHILDREN have picked 
up their pens and pen¬ 
cils in a bid to improve 
road safety outside their 
school.

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‘Devious’ 
mother in 
claim for 
£27k grant 


A WOMAN used her disabled son in an at¬ 
tempt to fraudulently claim almost £30,000 
for improvements works to her house. 

Balwinder Cheema was described as a ‘devious 
and determined liar’ by Recorder Rachel Brand QC, 
who gave her a two year prison sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for two years. A jury at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court found her guilty of three counts of fraud by 


false representation. 

It was heard that she had 
applied for cash under the 
Disability Facility Grant for 
work at a house in Great 
Barr. 

She told Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil the work was needed 
because her son, who has 
muscular dystrophy was 
forced to sleep downstairs 
and had to go to another 
property for showers. 

But, in fact, Cheema, aged 
42, was living in a property 
in Handsworth, and claim¬ 
ing benefits from Birming¬ 
ham City Council. When 
Sandwell Council found 
out, it refused her applica¬ 
tion - yet she still appealed. 
The work, thought to cost 
£27,000, was for a down¬ 
stairs bathroom and shower. 

Sentencing Cheema, 
Judge Brand said: “Dur¬ 
ing the trial you revealed 
yourself to be a devious and 
detrimental liar. The cir¬ 
cumstances of this fraud are 
bounded with your lies.” 

Judge Brand said Cheema 
bought the house in Great 
Barr in 2014 with another 
man. She said: “You saw 
an opportunity to improve 
the house and make it more 
marketable, using tax pay¬ 
ers money.” 

She added: “You set to

use your son’s disability in 
order to obtain money from 
the local authority.” 

Cheema, who has since 
moved to the property 
in Walcot Drive in Great 
Barr, was also ordered to 
pay £16,282 in court costs 
within six months. 

Mr Mark Jackson, pros¬ 
ecuting, described how 
Cheema, who works at a 
supermarket, was paid lit¬ 
tle for work, but was ‘asset 
rich’, owning four houses, 
three of which she rented 
out. He said: “This was a 
case which could have been 
dealt with much earlier with 
a guilty plea at the magis¬ 
trates court.” 

Mr Henry Spooner, 
defending, said despite 
Cheema owning four 
houses, the mortgages were 
large and she earned little 
from the rental incomes. 

He said: “The motiva¬ 
tion of this was not to ac¬ 
quire wealth for herself, it 
was to acquire better living 
conditions for herself and 
her son.” He said Cheema 
had suffered a difficult life, 
having been in two rela¬ 
tionships which had turned 
violent. 


University pair in

Associate professor of radio production Sam Coley picked 
up a gold award in the ‘environment and ecology’ category 
for his ‘Dark Coffee’ documentary. 

In her radio documentary, Naomi investigated the psy¬ 
chological toll caused by the Iraq and Afghan operations on 
returning British Army personnel. 

She spoke to veterans suffering from post-traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD) and visited a recovery centre run 
by Help for Heroes that rehabilitates veterans suffering 
from physical and psychological injuries.

Sue sets sights to help 
elderly get the right care 


SHE’S one of the senior com¬ 
munity nurses who is tasked 
with reducing elderly admis¬ 
sions at a Black Country hos¬ 
pital trust. 

And Sue Wills’ hard work has 
seen a reduction in elderly pa¬ 
tient admissions to A&E by 18 
per cent and to hospital by 29 per 
cent - and won her and her col¬ 
league Dena Ross two prestigious 
awards. 

Their job is to try and reduce the 
high usage of emergency ambulances 
and unplanned hospital admissions by 
supporting care home staff to manage 
residents safely in their home. 

And the figures and awards show 
they are doing just that. 

The community matron for care 
homes has been working for Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust since 2003. 

Training 

She returned to the NHS in 2000 
after an 18-year break from acute care 
which saw her working part-time in 
nursing homes, and looking after her 
two children. 

“I feel proud of what I have achieved 
in the time I have been back in the 
NHS,” explained Sue, aged 59, who 
began training as a nurse 40 years ago. 

“I had to relearn everything. So to 
go on and be part of teams that are 
winning awards from the Nursing 
Times and Nursing Standard is amaz¬ 
ing.” 

For Sue, it is her colleagues, par¬ 
ticularly Dena, who drive her at work. 
“We bounce off each other and work 
together really well,” added Sue, from 
Willenhall.

Man stole van and £8k 

of tools from employer 


A MAN who stole a van and 
£8,000 worth of tools from his 
employer over a pay dispute has 
been ordered to give back the 
money after appearing in court. 

Daniel Brettle, aged 30, from Wind¬ 
mill Hill, Cradley Heath, had been 
working for PEJ Construction, based 
in Bilston, for three months, where he 
was given a white Citroen Despatch 
van for work purposes, as well as 
£8,326 worth of tools to carry out jobs 
on behalf of the company. 

During this period, he was repeatedly 
asked for a copy of his driving licence by the 
company but failed to provide it, until he 
started having frequent days off and bosses 
grew suspicious about his activities. 

They then sacked him from his position 
and asked for their van back, however he 
did not return it. In the days that passed 
after that, tools began appearing for sale on 
the Facebook Marketplace, with the sellers’ 
name matching that of Mr Brettle. 

Brettle, who appeared at Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates Court last Tuesday for sentencing 
after being found guilty after trial, was vis¬ 
ited by police on behalf of PEJ Construction 
and the van was found at his address with¬ 
out the tools. 

Prosecuting, Mrs Maggie Meakin, said: 
“Police found the van at the defendant’s 
address but the tools were gone. His version 
of events is that he was keeping the van in 
lieu of money he was owed for work.” 

The van was eventually returned to the 
company with no damage to it although 
the tools had to be replaced. Brettle, who 
moved to the West Midlands from the 
North East five years ago, is now working 
as a supervisor for a construction company 
and is expecting a child with his partner. 

Brettle was ordered to pay back £8,326 
in compensation to the company, as well as 
being given a 20 week prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. He was also ordered 
to carry out 150 hours unpaid work by Dep¬ 
uty District Judge Steven Jonas.

It’s about the show, 
not me. And that 
takes the pressure 
off. My job’s simple 


can relax into his character 
and watch as experienced 
l pros lead the line. 

He also enjoys the fact 
that the audience are going 
to see a play - rather than 
see him sing. He knows it’s 
about his character, rather 
than him. 

“This gives me a new lease of 
life. I’m always learning. Nine out of 
10 people at a pop concert are there 
to see me sing. That’s why they 
come. It’s about me, rather than the 
show. But this is the opposite. It’s 
about the show, not me. And that 
takes the pressure off. My job is 
I simple - I just need to give 110 per 
cent.” 

Some things don’t change, of 
course, and Antony is back on 
the road with the show, just as he 
was in Blue. He’s travelling the 
length of the country - though his 
visit to Wolverhampton might be 
punctuated by an important arrival. 
“I love being on the road and 
I’ve done it since I was 18.

6. So we’ll just have to see 
what happens.

And once A Judgement 
In Stone is done - and he’s 
finished changing the nappies 
- he’s keen to come back. 
Antony is open to more stage 


work and hopes it’ll lead to TV acting roles. 

“I want to do more stage work and if TV arose I’d 
jump on the chance. It all depends on timing or whether 
the part’s right. You never know what’s in the audience 
watching you. But I love it mate, I absolutely love it. The 
cast getting applause at the end is amazing.

It’s no song and Dance for 
Charles in returning series 


D uring an interview with the 
Metro in 2013, actor Charles 
Dance was asked about the 
public’s perception of him as upper- 
class. 

“It’s a complete misconception - 
there’s nothing aristocratic about 
me,” he insisted. 

“Some of it is down to how my 
face is put together. I’m not typecast 
to the extent that someone who has 
played the same character on a 
soap opera for 25 years would be.” 

But despite his protestations, the 
tall, sandy-haired actor doesn’t 
deny he has made a career out of 
playing aristocratic and/or 
bureaucratic characters, mostly 
villains. 

“I’ve earned a reasonably good 
living from it,” he added. 

Dance was born in Redditch, 
Worcestershire, in 1946-the son of 
Eleanor (nee Perks) and Walter 
Dance. 

Growing up in Plymouth, he 
attended Widey Technical School 
for Boys in Crownhill and later 
attended The Leicester College of 


Arts (now known as De Montfort 
University), where he studied 
Graphic Design and Photography. 

Dance developed a taste for the 
theatre by listening to two elderly 
actors who ran a pub in his Dover 
neighbourhood. He became a 
member of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company during the mid-to-late- 
1970s and was in many of their 
productions in London and 
Stratford. 

Dance made his TV debut in 1974, 
in BBC mystery series Father 
Brown, but his big break came 10 
years later when he played the role 
of Guy Perron in The Jewel in the 
Crown, an adaptation of Paul 
Scott’s novels that also made stars 
of Geraldine James and Art Malik. 

Since then, he has also starred in 
many other British TV dramas such 
as Edward the Seventh, Murder 
Rooms, Randall and Hopkirk, 
Rebecca, The Phantom of the 
Opera, Fingersmith and Bleak 
House (for which he received an 
Emmy nomination). 

He also played Guy Spencer, the 


pro-Hitler propagandist, in Foyle’s 
War, had an ongoing role as Dr 
Maltravers in ITV drama Trinity, 
made a guest appearance in BBC 
drama Merlin, and played a 
vainglorious version of himself in 
Jam & Jerusalem. 

In 2010, he signed up to play 
Havelock Vetinari in Sky’s 
adaptation of Terry Pratchett’s 
Going Postal, before then securing 
what would be one of his most 
memorable roles-Tywin Lannister 
in HBO’s hit fantasy series Game of 
Thrones. 

As Dance says, the aristocratic 
world he tends to inhabit on screen 
is nothing like his own background, 
and we find out all about it as the 
new series of genealogy show Who 
Do You Think You Are? begins 
tonight. 

Dance’s mother Eleanor was an 
under-house parlour maid and he 
wants to find out if he comes from a 
long line of servants, or if he can 
uncover some grander origins. 

The actor is also determined to 
learn about his engineer father.

After the safe handover, we were then left to 
fend for ourselves. So what could possibly go wrong? I 
am a man after all. And with a nautical surname. Surely 
I could do it! We were only travelling at four miles an 
hour when all is said and done. 

PASSING 

The reality was much different. Cruising? Not really. 
All at sea would be a more apt description. 

While other more seasoned boaters were effortlessly 
passing it was not so easy for us. In fact, our 
navigational skills, or rather the lack of them, had us 
turning the air bluer than the boat we were in. 

Kevin had told us that to steer left, the tiller had to 
be moved to the right and vice versa. But the brain had 
trouble computing this information, which is where the 


ropes proved useful. Surroundings were tranquil, we 
passed the back of Shugborough, heading towards 
Colwich and then the Wolseley Bridge area. It was 
pleasant to moor up and have a bite to eat and watch 
the experts pass on their way. 

There is always something to see and do along the 
way, with the Wolseley Arms a particularly popular 
stop-off point. As for the boating fraternity, one could 
not really wish to meet a friendlier bunch, with a cheery 
wave as they passed and help as we hit trouble. 

But Kevin’s correct - there really is nothing like it. 

Get it right and you will have the best of days, 
weekends or weeks you could ever imagine. 

From Great Haywood, one could cruise along 
the Trent & Mersey or indeed the Staffordshire & 
Worcestershire canals. Day hire starts at £99 with a limit 
of 10 per boat.

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Peugeot's updated 308 is 
sharp, stylish and imposing

We’re big fans of the 308 hatchback and estate 
and although it has proved a sought-after member 
of the Peugeot range here in the UK, it hasn’t quite 
hit the heights it has reached in its home country, 
where it sits proudly at the top of its segment in 
terms of popularity. 

On this side of the channel, it is certainly in the top 
10, but, as the company admits, ‘closer to 10 than 
one’. Perhaps the comprehensive refresh and price 
reductions announced this summer will get things 
moving in the right direction. 

The car has new, sharper styling and Peugeot’s 
latest efficient engines and touchscreen connectivity. 
On the outside, there is an imposing new vertical 
grille and LED daytime running lights. Inside, 
Peugeot’s i-Cockpit includes a 9.7-inch touchscreen, 
equipped with 3D satnav and new graphics. The 
new car builds on the EuroNCAP five-star rating its 
predecessor achieved with enhanced safety tech to 
bring it in line with its widely-admired 3008 SUV. 

The new car looks great. Sharp, stylish and 
imposing, it will appeal to parents who are happy with 
family life but haven’t totally forgotten what it’s like to 
have fun behind the wheel. New elliptical headlamps 
come with integral LED daytime running lights while 
the rear lights have a distinctive three-claw shape. 



Inside the car hasn’t been changed too much 


Short front and rear overhangs make the car very 
maneuverable and contribute to excellent road¬ 
holding ability. 

Allure, GT Line and GT models feature a large glass 
roof as standard. Comfort levels are fine inside and 
everything is of a nice quality - there is plenty of room 
for mum, dad and the kids, although some rivals do 
offer more space. 

Inside the car, not too much has changed over 
the previous incarnation, with the cabin plush and 
comfortable. As we’ve mentioned, the i-Cockpit looks 
great and adds a sporty feel to a family car but might 
not be wholly visible through the steering wheel for 
drivers of certain heights and builds. 

The materials used are of high quality, giving the car 
a welcome, premium feel. 

But practicality is key for family buyers of course 
and the estate features the largest load space in 
its class (660 litres with the parcel shelf in place; a 
whopping 1,775 litres with the rear seats folded and 
the parcel shelf removed). 

We had the chance to take the 308 GT (£25,101) on 
a spin along Germany’s fast-paced autobahns, and 
around the twisty mountain roads on the Germany/ 
Austria border, not far from Salzburg. 

It coped with everything we threw at it and provided 
a genuinely enjoyable and absorbing drive. The 
i-Cockpit infotainment system works well, while the 
gearbox is taut and quick and you feel in complete 
control as you enjoy the drive, try to admire the view 
from time to time, and dodge the many cyclists and 
hikers enjoying the scenery. 

The Peugeot 308 has seen price reductions of, on 
average, £650 compared to equivalent models in the 
outgoing range. In some cases, savings of more than 
£1,000 can be made. This is a nod perhaps to the fact 
that the first incarnation of the car hasn’t sold as well 
as hoped in the UK and Peugeot is looking to make 
up ground on key rivals. 

Spec levels are generous, and connectivity is king 
with the new 308. Safety is to the fore, too, with a 
range of advanced driver assistance systems such 
as distance alert and intelligent emergency braking 
assistance. 

Who would buy one? Families, families and more 
families... at least that’s what Peugeot is hoping. 
Professional people who want something a bit 
different style-wise but can easily communicate on 
the move will also be drawn in, no doubt, and the GT 
and GTi models will appeal to younger drivers too 
(and people who are young at heart).

Hartson's giving back 
after battle from brink 


FORMER Albion striker John Hartson 
took no prisoners as a centre forward 
and doesn’t pull any punches when he 
talks about the day he was told he had 
cancer. 

“I thought I was going to die,” he says can¬ 
didly. 

It was back in 2009 that the former Arsenal, Celtic 
and Wales striker had his worst fears confirmed. 

He opened up about his diagnosis and also how it 
affected his time at The Hawthorns. 

Now doing everything he can to raise awareness of 
testicular cancer through the John Hartson Founda¬ 
tion - there is a reason why the former striker spends 
most of his time doing charity work. 

“I had a lump on my testicles for around four years 
before I went to see a doctor,” the now 42-year-old 
said. “I know a lot of men are like that. You ignore it. 
You hope it’s going to go away. I was boyish, I wasn’t 
mature enough to face it. 

“But that is what I want to change. My testicular 
cancer had spread to my lungs and brain. When I 
found out, I sat in my car and I cried. 

Waste 

“I thought that was it. I wasn’t told I had a cold or 
something. It was cancer and cancer takes good peo¬ 
ple away from us. I was heartbroken. I was 32 years 
old and I thought, ‘I can’t dodge this bullet’.” 

Hartson’s cancer was at such an advanced stage 
there was no time to waste. Within days he was un¬ 
dergoing brain surgery. He then stopped breathing 
after contracting pneumonia. 

For a month, hospital staff primarily worked to 
keep him alive rather than treat the cancer. 

For Hartson himself, that time is now something 
of a blur - but he says he cannot forget the impact it 
had on his family. 

“Cancer turns everybody’s world upside down,” he 
continued. “It was horrific. Your family members and 
your close friends actually feel it more than you, the 
patient. 

“The patient is wired up to a machine. You are nor¬ 
mally very heavily sedated. But it’s your mum and 
dad, your brother, your sister, your kids - they are 
taking it home. They are living with it 24/7. My family

were asking ‘Is John going to live or die today? He has 
got a big operation tomorrow, a brain operation - is 
he going to survive?”’ 

Survive he did. Seven operations - including two on 
his brain - together with 65 sessions of chemotherapy 
saw the Swansea-born star defy the odds. 

And now he’s doing everything he can to make sure 
more men examine themselves and visit a doctor at 
the first sign of trouble. 

Following his return to health, he launched the 
John Hartson Foundation to raise awareness of tes¬ 
ticular cancer. In typically bullish Hartson fashion, 
the charity runs with the slogan ‘Grab Life by the 
Balls’ and has already raised more than £700,000 to 
help men diagnosed with the disease. 

“I feel very lucky to have lived and that is why I 
want to give something back,” Hartson said. “I set 
up the charity in 2010 and we have had fantastic sup¬ 
port. I am very proud of the money we have raised. 
But it’s more about the awareness.” 

In a glittering playing career Hartson won 51 caps 
for Wales and scored more than 100 goals for Celtic. 

It was while a youngster at Luton that he first rose 
to prominence - with his impressive performances 
persuading Arsenal to make him the most expensive 
teenager in British football history. 

“That was huge,” Hartson recalled. “They paid 
£2.5million for me. George Graham signed me and I’ll 
never forget travelling to Highbury in David Pleat’s 
car. 

“I didn’t have an agent at the time and David 
Pleat’s phone was ringing every five minutes and he 
just kept pressing the cancel button because he didn’t 


want to give the move away. I went from £275 a week 
at Luton to something like £4,000 a week at Arsenal. 
But that didn’t matter. I knew I would make money 
in my career if I realised my potential. For me it was 
all about the opportunity and playing for such a fan¬ 
tastic football club.” 

Following his time with the Gunners, Hartson 
moved to West Ham and still holds the record of being 
the last player to score 20 Premier League goals in a 
season for the Hammers. 

That prompted Wimbledon to pay £7.5million for 
his services in 1999 before he then enjoyed huge 
success at Celtic. But despite an outstanding career, 
Hartson admits he wished he performed better in his 
time as an Albion player. 

“I loved it at West Brom and it all started so great 
for me,” he said. “Bryan Robson signed me and Kevin 
Phillips on the same day. I came from Celtic and had 
several chats with Bryan over the summer. 

“I had Zoltan Gera on one side and Jonathan 
Greening on the other side. Bryan said you’ll get 
great delivery. It started really well but I do genuinely 
believe that I was carrying cancer at the time. 

Problems 

“Bryan then lost his job after seven games. Tony 
Mowbray came in and I knew all about him because 
I had played against his Hibs when I was at Celtic. 

“The truth is I let Tony down because I wasn’t the 
player he saw at Celtic. I was going through a divorce, 
I was having a few personal problems. 

“But the West Brom fans and everyone at the club 
were fantastic to me. 

“I look back now and West Brom was probably the 
only club, and I played for eight clubs, where the fans 
did not see the best of me. 

“I had a wonderful career and worked with some 
seriously talented players and managers. But at Al¬ 
bion it didn’t go as well as I would have liked. 

“It’s shame I couldn’t excel there and be the player 
I was previously because I loved being a Baggie.” 

Hartson is now enjoying life working with his char¬ 
ity and also in the media. 

“I have got five kids, a beautiful wife and I live in 
Edinburgh. I’m just so grateful to be here, it’s amaz¬ 
ing to think where I am now to where I was on that 
day I got my diagnosis.” 


Wednesfield up-but 
say sorry over leak 

WEDNESFIELD have secured promotion to the West Midlands Premier 
Division after winning their FA appeal. However, the club has apologised 
over the disclosure of confidential documents during the hearing. 

Members of the club’s hierarchy travelled to Wembley to appeal against 
the decision to refuse them promotion to the league’s top tier. 

Dean Gill’s side finished as runners-up in Division One. But following 
inspection on their Cottage Ground earlier in the season, the club were 
denied promotion. 

After lodging an appeal and meeting FA chiefs at the headquarters in 
London, the governing body agreed to send down independent inspectors 
to the Cottage Ground. The inspector was sent to determine whether the 
stadium meets Premier Division requirements. 

But after accidentally releasing confidential documents during the hear¬ 
ing, the club has issued an apology. 

“During our appeal Wednesfield disclosed information about the hear¬ 
ing,” a statement said. 

“This information was private and confidential. We would therefore like 
to apologise to the FA and the WMRL for this error.”
